Rkciprocitt withtiik U.nitkd Statks. 
— The valiio of the UeciiHocity 'rreaty will 
soon be discussed In the IJiiited Slates 
Senate, on the motion of Mr. Wil.son of 
Massachuselis, who has obtained the pas- 
'sagQof a resolution, calling on the Secretary 
«r the Treasury to produce the statiitics of 
trade between this coinitry and the British 
North Americiiii Coloiiifs, di,stinKnishini» 
the trade with Ciuiada from tliat with British 
Columbia and the Lower I'rovinces, an<i 
also, it is to be presumed, froin that with 
that thriving settlement of the Hudson liay 
'Cotnpany, now for some monlhs open to the 
trade of the world, and e.<j)ei'ially of ihis 
Union — the litlle Colony ol the Red Iliver 
of the North. It is to be lioi>ed that the 
result of the discussion will be the removal 
of some of the remaining resliictions on tho 
trade and commercu of a people, divided by 
a few artifical barriers and slight political 
dlflerenoes, but who should, for all ordinary 
purposes of human intercourse, have iden- 
tical interests. An extension of the Treaty, 
whereby Colonial ships will be entitled lo 
trade in American waters witli that freedom 
which is accorded to American ship.'J in 
British waters, is much desired ; ami thi."! 
the sense of justice of the United States 
Legislature could scarcely withhold against 
thorough information. 

Cast-off VVicjs. — It is related that Foote 
suggested that aiiyiliinir could be obtained 
second-hand in London, e.vcept coffins ; 
even the cast oil" wi^s of the lawyers were 
ingeniously put into the market by a know- 
ing shipper who traded to the Guiiioa 
coast. The captain thought that the negro 
chiefs might like them, and take out a few, 
. Never did a small speculation turn out 
belter ; the negios were all mad for wigs, 
^iid shipmonls soon followed of the same 
articles. It was a .sight to witness the 
chiefs, nude except at the wai.st, wearing 
the wigs, which once might have hcen worn 
upon the hnriored lieads of ihr Frdish Lord 
Chancellor and Judges, Perhaps the law- 
yers' wigs and even pig'tail and "Ilessian 
boots" may still be found in fashion in some 
of those cou ntries. 

The BAnoTROPE. — A Frenchman has in- 
vented what is called a baratrtipe, a sort of 
human locomotive, by which a man .'ills on 
wheels and walks himself alone. !t is evi- 
dent that each step will carry a man several 
yards on an instrument of this kind, ami n 
speed of 2:40 might be obtained without any 
great exertion. Two men with it made five 
miles in thirty-five minutes, on the Boule- 
vard Bazar of Paris, at noon, when the streets 
were most crowded. At anollier time, the 
' same men made thirteen miles in ninety-si. v. 
minutes; the exercise being so easy tkat 
Ihey offered to keep it up alternate hours, 
day after day, and thought thuy could with- 
out dilliculty average fifty or sixty miles a 
day. A singular thing about it is, that it 
. beats the best turn*outs on steep grades, if 
' ttifly "present a com pact or paved surface. 

HoRRrBLE. — The Grand Rapids Michigan 
Enc|Uirer relates the particulars of a shocking 
aflair, which happened there on tho LOlli 
February, at ttie raising of a large barn. 
A couple of boys were playing with a large 
brnad axe, when one of them suggested to 
his playmate to lay his head on a block 
and let him cut it off; which was done, and 
the .sharp heavy axe instantly severed tho 
head fronn the body of the litlle fellow. 
Just at this instant, a large " bent" of the 
frame was poised in mid air j but the men 
engaged in raising it were so shocked at the 
sight, that they let go their hold, when the 
huge timbers with a Iretneiidous crash fell 
to the grouiui, killing tbree men instantly.

Burking Petitions. 

Early in tho inontli of July, 1859, two 
petitions weieyoUeii up by a public mee - 
ing ill Victoria, pri>yiiiL; ihat the public 
lamia might be lliroun npen to actual 
selllets, ,111(1 lliiil the price shouKI not ex- 
CHHil SI ^^5 piir acre. One whs a,l(lresseil 
to the Governor a.ui Council, tho other to 
the Huu-e of Assemt)ly. The only good 
re<ulMiig from them were the settlements at 
Salt Spring Island anil Chetnainos, in the 
latter part of Augn.st. His Ev.ellency pro- 
mised the deputation who waited on hi in 
that he would urgo on the Horne Govern- 
ment the adoption of the prayer- of the 
petition, and that ha was entirely in favor 
of a rediu'i'd price for the public lands, and 
superior facilities for its acquisition by 
aotiial setilcts. Thus itie matter endeil, as 
far as he was eoni'erne.l, ami every body 
pre-nined ihal he had advised the Home 
(iDVernineiit. 

Late ill till! fall, the Assembly also took 
lip ihn petition preseiiied to it, after it had 
lain for months moulderiny; in its archives, 
and forwarded a memoriUl to the Colonial 
OfRue with the people'.s petition, askinjj the 
Hume Guvernmeat to endow the Assembly 
with puiver to modify the land system of 
the Colony. It was also presumed iu this 
ca^e that Hix Gracd of Newcastle had been 
puisttid by His Evcellency on tho iiriport- 
anco of the speedy inoilifii'aiion oi a sys- 
tetn, aireclini,' vitally the prosperity of the 
country. I comes mil, nowever, in the dis- 
cussion on M.ijor Foster's resolution to I'or- 
waril an addre.--s t^ tlie Home GoveriiiTient 
for a reducliun in the jjiice of land, tliat the 
p.'liliuii wa-i si-iil, but no remarks of His 
Kxcellency accompanied it! From this 
disclosure, ii is ca>ilv seon what attention 
is paid to our interests ; and what an utter 
lack of Hdelity to its promises characterizes 
the governmeiit: During the debate on the 
Governor's ; speech, the Attorney General 
said the country had been retarded by the 
Hudson Bay Company; that the suverii- 
meut had done i-verything in \U power to 
advaiic ■ our interests, and His Kvcelleiicy 
especial y was dcservini; of public ^rili- 
tude fur eucouraijiiii; the settleinenis of Salt 
Spring lilaiid ami Chemainos- Was there 
ever a more flat coutriidiction than this dis- 
ci 'SUie afTords / 

But the other iiuiuthpieco of the Govern- 
ment, Dr. Ilelmcken, tells us that the land 
system is bail; Hi.t Excellency says so; 
but the faitlt is that of the Home Govemtneni. 
Quite a dtfTereiice between his acuouiii and 
that of the favorite pupil of Sir Hugh Cairns. 
One would iiatuniliy suppose that the ru 
hearsals behind the soeiies had been imper- 
feclly remembered ; or that the discretion- 
ary power given to let out state secrets had 
not' been well uiisd. 

His Excellency is certainly in a dilemma. 
For if it isailiiiitted thatthe Hudson Bay Co. 
have retarded tho country, why did !iot the 
Governnieiil use its pow. r to check and re- 
move the iiicnbus ? Tliis is certainly the 
course that an honest adrniiiistratiini sliouM i 
have pursued. Not having done this, it 
must bo found r,Miilty of dereliction of duty. 
On the other lianii, if the fault is that of the 
Home Government, why were not the peti- 
tions for a reduction in the price of land sent 
earlier 1 and why were they not accumpu- 
nieil with remarks'? The Hume Govern- 
ment is/ not supposed to know our wants 
except they are made known by its repre- 
sentative hoie. His R.vci'lloncy say tin; 
system is bail, and yet sends a petition 
without remarks. Petitions forwauleil in 
llic fall coni'^ l),u'k in ALuch followiiii,' " for 
tlie ^t'Mlalk■^'' ol the Governor on thi.'iii. 
Having faitel to .■-how the Imperial Govern- 
ment the evils of our land sysiein; having 
failed to fiillil a [lutilic ploili,'e, ho is beyond 
doubt uuilly of dereliction of duty. But the 
detenlioii of petitions, and non-forwarding of 
remarks, were attempted to be repealed in 
the House, by laying Major Foster's resolu- 
tion on the table. Franklin, Tolmie and 
Helmcknn voted for it. There is some ob- 
ject to be gained other than the one alleged. 
It is simply:' the Hudson Bay Co. are tr\iiit^ 
to settle up their accounts, and Ii^xecutive 
and [..eyislati'-e influence must be used to 
keep from notice the luiiietiinbleinjury they 
have iiillicted on the Colony. 



PoGTAi.. — Observant persons have often 

inquired why the Post Oflice in this town 
has oeeii coiitiaed, latterly, to two persois, 
instead of a.s formerly to one. The ex- 
deputy postmaster alono discharged his 
duties fiati.sfaclorily. It, therefore, appears 
strange it cannot be done now, We have a 
foreign mail, and a small one at that, every 
fortnight. Our mails to British Columbia 
and Washington Territory arc little or noth- 
ing. Hence, it is . apparent . that the duties 
of a postmaster oaiinot keep bim very busily 
occupied. The obiet thi.ng that can be said 
is, i~hat it is tedious to wait day by day in 
ufiiue doing little or nothing. But is it not 
api'ythattwo persons should be detailed 
to do that, when there is so much land to 
clear in tho country ? Some curious bodies 
incline to tho opinion that scribblers are 
wantt'il for a nondescript sheet, and that as 
SlaOO a year for a Queen's priiileistiip is iii- 
siillicient to supply tlie want, the post- 
oliico i> tnaile the mask under which the 
[uiblic money is appropriated for conliden- 
lial purposes. Ingenious governrncnl.s cer- 
tainly deserve due credit for their ingenuity ; 
but the public, feeling the burden, think it 
would be far belter for governments to live 
in the affections and confidence ot the peo- 
ple, than to insert its hand olaudestinely 
int'i the public pocket, to support idlers to 
gloss over its blunders. I'eiliaps some elo- 
quent legislator will surprise the public by 
inquiring into tho pa.st and present coiiilition 
of that useful institution. It has been in 
e.\i,stence two years, and yet no light has 
been thrown on its mysterious operations.

The House ri'solvcil itself into ;i Committee of 
the M'holi', on till, address to ilio Home Uoveru- 
incuit for 11 ri'diiclii.'ii in llii- ]}rioo of l;ind. 

Major l''o,sTi:i[, in risiiii; to move llie adilress, 
Buiil tiiat we are not to eni;aL;e in a tlieoretii'al dis- 
cussion. Tlu: I'niled .States has shown e.s praeti- 
cnlly how \o attract pupiilation by a cheap land 
5y.''teiii. A ]iopMlation liad<-(inH' to lliis country — 
no bolter men could be found — and yet they were 
thwarted and forced to Iciive, for want of luiid. 
Canadians and Kuglishnien hftve left for Wash- 
ington Territory, to ^'et homes. We cannot 00m- 
pi'te fcjr "iiiipnlatimi at the high prices of land 
here, wliii'h is four limes more than there. .Vitcr 
th(; trial we have li.id, and thoroughly failed, it 
should be altered. Not lilty nien inure .-iH' imw in 
the districts in aiivaij'e oi' the oiil settlers. lv\- 
ccpt a man has friend.--, h :s po, krt emii els hiio to 
gu ti) the other siue. 'I'.ike a mere miile view iif 
tlic price of land ; but any vii'w will he futile if in 
fiiM-r of the prcsei'.f system. If the price i.s re- 
duced, it will be urged that it wil. foster speciila- 
tiun. If the land is worth anything, it will causo 
spcculution at £1 or Is. (hear, hear.) AVben the 
speculator knows there is a road-tax on every 
acre, it will chock speoulalioo. AH cla.sses in the 
'districts tell me, " I have no neiiihljnr, no roaiU ; 
the Governra>?nt will do imthint; ; we ai e now no 
llC.arer 'o f;etti in roads than when prouiised two 
years iiro." If you sell all the land at Is. an ai-ro, 
you could not make the mads i.iihiiut population. 
TTie seaboard will not enable all to i-inne to mar- 
ket; you must have roads. \\'iilii)ut an inllu\ of 
population, we can uo nothing. In the United 
atate.s, rj'i cents pays till' whole cost of survey, 
includiiii; iiiBtruinent.s, hiiildin^;s, iiiap.i, clerks 
and surveyors. 1 think it will bo shown very 
clearly we pay too much. If Eutjlishincn cinnot 
survey land as cheap, wo have not got an engineer 
qualitied for the dtt^. With regard to Indian ti- 
tles, wo are told that we have to extinsuish them ; 
they have never been acknowledged by this House, 
nor by any colony, or the lieglish (iovemnient 
(hear, hear). The3» never existed ; we merely ac- 
knowledge that a compensation is due tbein for 
clianu'in.i; their position. This the 1 loine ( lovern- 
nieiit should do. It wiiuld be iin.ip'lilied by the 
appuintirient of an Ii'aliaii .■\nc'"t- 1 he mode of 
actinii in jiast years has not brt-n attended with 
success. It has injnied au'ricultuie and coni- 
inerco, — beiielitting the other side. And altoL'cther 
because lands arc held at nu cxeludiii/; price. 

The SPE\itEU said — .\lthouRh I rise to oppose 
the motion, I agree with the proposition to cheap- 
en the lands, and secure a pre cniptinn title. I 
'Oppose Iton other itrounds as entirely inopportune. 
I'Snall show sufHciont reasons, aud if I convince 
the honorable member, ho will luil urge the mo- 
tion. It is unnecessary to fend this address. A 
petition was formed by the town of Victoria, 
praying the price to be live stiillings, with pre- 
cinptiiin right.

It aiipears to n:-- e.\i'i eduiL'ly 
s'raiige tiiat II is hxci I h ucy li..d not r.rwMiiled 
his reiuarks at the tii,.e, iL.s'te.iil of w.iiiiog i\,r the 
Home (Joveniuifiit to si m', out toe his opinion. 
He thought that a petition from tbi.s llonse. 
backed up by His Excellency's remarks, would 
be productive of good. In regard to the acknow- 
, lodgment that the land system is bad, he was glad 
that conviction had at la»t dawi ed on the minds 
of those in pow er. In the ( iovernor 's speech, tlie 
House was told that if a Civil Li-t was granted, he 
would recommend placini; the lands at their dis- 
posal. That unless we did so we might whistle 
for the crown lanits. Tha'. is a distinct reason 
why an additional iiotition should go home, with 
all the iiifluem e His h'.xci Ueney cnnld thr >w into 
the scale He denied any title existing with the 
Indians; and would dei'idcdly object to its recog- 
nitioiiAy tiip House. If the system remlers the 
price of land high, and the present surveyors can- 
not survey it as cheap as cUewherc, others shotdd 
be put in their places. He thought it unwibO to 
look to the land for revenue, By making the 
Iiriceliigh, we place the land out of the rei ch of 
the working man. Alter several years e.vperienee 
the only tendency of £1 an acre was to retard the 
countr y. lie concluded by hoping the n solution 
would pass and that i: would rasnlt in attr o'lting 
thousand.s to our shores, ai d lay the louiidation 
of steady and honest progress. 

Mr. .loiiN Coi.i:h felt fully convinirdof the ur- 
gency of the case, and therefore supported the 
motion. 

Dr. Toi.Mii; supp.orh d thenniendnicnt, a 1th r ugh 
he thought all were uinmiinnusly in favor of cheap 
lands. As repurd.-i the Indians, he did not sny 
thov had any title ; but that it was necessary to ex- 
tinguish .their claims, to avoid a war. Wo could 
give a tiomihaV consideration, and unless ivo did, 
neither Chemainos nor the West Coast could be 
settled if we could got them at one shilling an 
acre, it would stop an Indiatl war. Settlers were 
driven away from Clieiiiainos because the Indians 
were not satisfied. There was ;i better oppm timiiy 
to pet lands here than in Washingion Tirrilory. 
All the good agricultural lanil west of lb e ''ascadi i 
was taken up, near the seaboard. AVe have a 
large extent of cnimtry, oak-openings and prairies. 
JIe;though' speculation would he inerea'ied by re- 
lluction. Still he was in f.ivo,- of cheap laiul. Ho 
argued, however, in favor oi'laying the motion on 
Ihe t.d)lc till the llr,i;s,, ,|,,^ ivlejther it would 
ornnt a Civil List. He wanted to see the estimates 
first. 

Mr, G. T. GoanoN concurred with the mover of 
the inotlon, and would hereafter bring in b motion 
ftalling for rcturnscf the expenses of survey. 

Mr, FuANKLlN supported the amendment; but 
said ho was in favor of the principles of the mo 
tion.
